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OFFICER KILLED BY CAR THIEVES ON THE C. 


Shot Five Times 
When He Attempts 


To Arrest Robbers 


Charleston, "W. Va., August .— 


His first night on duty as a spec- 
ial officer of the Chesapeake and 
Ohio Railway Company, Ladley, 
Allen, aged 40, of Cheylan, W. 
Va, was shot by car thieves in the 
Hnndlev, W. Va., yards at 2 :30 
o'clock" Friday and died. -about 
two hours and a half later in. the 
Sheltering Arms Hospital. Two 
of the five men implicated in his 
murder have been captured and 
detectives are scouring the entire 
section of the country for the oth- 
er three. Officers in this city and 
at Russell, Ky., were notified a 
short time after the crime was 
committed and Detective How- 
ery, of KusseU, assisted in 
the 


capture of the two men that are 
now 'being held, and whom it is 
thought are the principals in the 
crime* 
. 


From the facts obtainable it is 


learned that Detective Allen came 
upon five men in the act of rob- 
ing a freight ear containing whis- 
tey in the Hahdley yards. He ar- 
rested two of the men and hand- 
cuffed them together, then turned 
his attention to the other three. 
However, in his haste he had fail- 
ed to make a thorough search of 
the captured men, and as he turn- 
ed to face his captives, one of the 
men named Morris, drew a pistol 
which Allen had failed to find in 
his search, and shot the ' officer 
four times.
